ORDINANCE 


OF THE 


LORDS AND COMMONS 


Aſſembled in 


PARLIAMENT. 


For the Reliefe of the Diſtreſſed C LERGY of II EIAN p. 


>< Ycreas it appeareth by an humble Petittsn this day Read, That the diſtreſſed Clergy of the King⸗ 
\ NJ dome of lreland, were at the beginning of the Rebellion there deſpoyled of their Perſonall Eſtates; 
,, and have beene ever ſince depzived of their reſpective Livings by the barbarous Rebells, and ate 
N 4 now ready to perilh with their Wives and childzen, foz want of pzeſent lively-hood z The Lords 
and Commons now Alſembled in Parliament, yavingtabenthe'Came into their charitable conlide⸗ 
2 2 rations,doe thinke fit that there hall be a Collection made in and thgoughout the Cities ot London 
and V Veftminſter, and the ſeverall Counties of Middleſex, Eſſex, Kent, Surtey, and He rt ford, fo 

their Reliefe, 
Be it theretoꝛe Þdainedby the Lords and Commons in this pteſent Parliament Aſſembled, 


| That all and every the Church⸗Mardens and Þver-ſeers of the pooꝛe, within all and every the 
ſeverall places and PariGes of the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Burrough of Southwarke, andof the ſeverall 


Counties of Middlcicx, Eſſex, Kent, Surrey, nd Hert ford afozeſaid, (hall & may foꝛthwith, and befoze the twenty fixt day of 
November text, within their reſpective Pariſhes and places afozeſaid, ase, take, receive, and gather the ſeverall gifts 
and charitable benevolences, of all and every perſon and perſons, to and foz the reliefe of the ſaid diſtreſſed Clergy and 
their Wives and Childzen , And the ſummes\ſorecerved and gathered tn each ſeverall place oz Pariſh, which ſhall be 
within the diſtance of ten miles to the City of London, toſet downe in a ante in waiting, in wozds at large, and not in 
figures, the ſame to be ſubſcribed bythe Miniſter, Parſon, Uicar, oz Curate of the ſaid place oꝛ Pariſh, and by the ſaid 
Church-Uardens 02 one of them and to be payd and delivered unto Boctoz William Gouge, Miniſter of Black-Fryers 
London, Doctoz Joſhua Hoyle, Miniſter of Stepncy ; Doctog Thomas Temple, Miniſter of Batterſey, M. Joſeph Carrill, 
Preacher of Lincolas-Inne ; M. William Brice, Miniſter of Mildred Breadſtreet; M. Herle, M. Cheynell, M. Wilkins 
on junior, 02 àny thꝛee of them, who by this Oꝛdinance are appoynted Receivers and Treaſurers of theſame, oꝛ to ſuch 
1 deputy Recetver as theyſhall appoynt, at Doctoz Gouges houſe in Black-Fryers atozeſ ald, at oz befoze the thirtieth day of 
November afozeſaid ; Which ſaid Receivers, oꝛ one of them, oz their deputy Receiver,are to give ſeverail Accquittan= 
tes fo2 the ſame : And the ſummes lo received and gathered in each leverall place and Pariſh, which chall be above tenne 
miles diſkant fromthe City ot Loncon, to be kept inthe hands of the Church-wardens, till they be demanded of them by 
[aper on as ſhall be deſigned by the afozeſaid Miniſters (and that deſignation made knowne under the hands of the 
| Knights and Bargeſſes which ſerve foꝛ the ſaid Counties, oꝛ any ſeven of them) from whom they (hall receive Accquit= 
| tanceg foꝛ their diſcharge. | | 
Be it kurther O2dained by the Juthozitie akoꝛeſaid, That the ſaid Receivers, oz any two of them, immediately after 
| the Receit of theſeverall ſummeg of Mone from the Church⸗Mardens of the reſpective places oꝛ Pariſhes within the 
leverall Cities and Counties afozeſatd, ſhall call to their aſſiſtance VViiJ1am Newman and Griffith Perſe, Miniſters and 
Ageuts foꝛ the {aid diſtrelled Clergy,o2 one of them. who are to adviſe concerning the ſending over the ſaid Moneys (the 
- {neceffary Charges ot the laid Agents, and of ſuch others as ſhall be neceſlarily imployed in the execution of this Oꝛdi⸗ 
nante being lirſt dil charged) unto kaithenll and truſtie Perſons in Dublin, and other places of Ireland, to be by them diſ- 
j poled of to luch ot the Clergythere as are in diſtrelle, accoꝛding to their merit, and pꝛopoꝛtionable to the Exigencies ot 
them and their Families. 80 
Be i kurther Odained bythe Authozitie atoꝛeſ aid, That the Miniſters, Parſons, Uicars and Curates of all and 
every the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and Counties afozeſaid, ſhall publiſh this Oꝛdinance in their ſeverall Pa⸗ 
rich Churches and Chappels reſpectively, upon any Loꝛds day after the ſameſhall come to their hands within the afoze= 
laid time limitted, and chall ufe their beſt endeavours to move and perſwade their Pariſhioners liberally to contribute to 
(0 good a UWozbe. And that if any Miniſter, Parſon, Uicar, Curate, Church⸗Marden, oz Over-ſeer of the Pooze 
within the ſeverall places oz Pariſhes of the Cities, Burrough, and Counties afozeſaid, oz any of them, ſhall neglect his 
02 their dutie in che due execution of the pzemiſſes, That he oꝛ they all be accomptable in Parliament foz ſuch his oz 


their neglect. Pꝛovided alwayes, That this Oꝛdinance all not be put in execution touching any ſuch Collections as 
aforeſaid, longer then oz from oꝛ after the thictieth day of November next.
